NXMOUNT OF MONEY NECES- 

SARY TO BE RAISED BY TAX- 
A TION FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 
COMMENCING JULY 1, 1952. 

The City Council of Upland does 
ordain as follows: 

SECTION ONE: That the a- 
mount of money necessary to be 
raised by, taxation upon. the tax- 
ible property within the. corpor-)

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Golden Gate City Good Spot For 
Vacation, ‘News Publisher Reports 


Mr. and Mrs. Vernon V. Paine are vacationing in northern 
California this week. In the following article Mr. Paine de- 
scribes Labor Day week end in historic San Francisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO—Give me a little spot on one of the 
Twin Peaks here and I will be very satisfied with this city of 
hills, parks, apartment houses and cold weather. 

This Golden Gate city is on its best behavior over thé 
Labor Day holiday and tourists high up on the peaks could 
look down and far away. Fog or smog bothered not at all. 

One accustomed to the wide open spaces and the quiet- 
ness of West Twentieth street can get away from the noise of 
the city by a little trek to the top of Twin Peaks, 1,000 feet 
high. From this vantage point visitors get a panoramic view 
of the city, the bay, the ocean and the picturesque setting of 
historic San Francisco. 

Nearly three quarters of a million people live here but 
as visitors arrived here for the long week end, the natives left. 

Of the many amazing things about S.F. one of the most 
remarkable is the existence of Golden Gate park. It is to 
S.F. what Euclid avenue is to Upland. The park, with a wide 
variety of attractions and providing a quiet sanctuary for city 
folks, has survived the demands of commercialism. To our 
standards, San Francisco is crowded—yet the park remains. 
And what a wonderful purpose it serves. 

Since space¢ is so valuable up here. very little is used 
for front yards. Well, not more than four square feet any- 
way. Not many boys get lawn-mowing jobs up here. Most 
houses have no side yatds. They are built solidly, wall-to- 
wall block after block. Garages make up the first floor with 
living quarters above. If there is any lawn, it may be that 
little spot between the driveway into the garage and the 
property boundary. 

Downtown opartment houses, many stories in height, 
are also unusual to eyes accustomed to Southern California. 

All of this may be repetitious for some but to one who is 
really seeing San Francisco for the first time, these things are 
unusual. We've been Californians 32 years and it’s about 
time for us to see this Golden Gate city. 

In area it is about the combined size of Upland and On- 
tario and its population is listed at 775,357. 

Years ago Upland had its mule-car up and down. Euclid 
avenue but today S.F. still has its cable car. We rode it up 
and down hilly California street. The route is so steep or- 
dinary street car brakes dre not sufficient. 
and brakeage from an underground cable. 

The weather? At least one San Francisco woman didn’t 
like it. “I am here from Washington and I have never got- 
ten warm,” she complained. “The sun never shines.” She 
is the only one we have heard complain. 

Summer is just ahead of San Franciscans, according to 
Fred Behnke, of the San Francisco Examiner and a 28 years 
ago-college mate. 

Even up here in the Bay district it happens—meeting 
someone from the home town. In the City of Paris, one of 
the favorite stores, we ran into Miss Audrey Richings, former 
S.A. hospital staff member.
